THE ARCHITECT’S PLACE IN THE WORLD 


WO widely contrasted views of the position of the 
architect have recently been put before us. That 
representing the generally understood functions has 
been carefully and comprehensively expounded by Mr. 
Martin 8. Briggs in a memorandum prepared by him 
for the Board of Education entitled ‘ The Training of 
of the Architect,’ * while Sir Richard Acland, M.P., in 
his address to the A.A. on “ The Political Implications 
of Planning” ¢ approaches the subject from a very 
different aspect. The latter bases his arguments on the 
superior claims of social welfare over strictly economic, 
or, as he prefers to call it, ‘‘ balance sheet ’’ demands ; 
and insists that the political consciousness of these claims 
should form part of the mental equipmient of the archi- 
tect. Mr. Briggs, while recognising the relationship 
of sociology to architectural practice, thinks it over- 
emphasised as a feature in training, which should be 
primarily technical, the architect, in common with 
members of the other professions, gaining his essential 
knowledge of human nature by contact with his fellow- 
men; he thinks, very naturally, that the crowded 
curriculum does not leave room for the addition of 
Political Economy as a subject for teaching. 

As we visualise it, the claim should be for a more 
comprehensive education before the technical studies 
of the architect begin, not only covering the elements 
of political economy, but also a wide range of other 
subjects such as physics and mathematics, and training 
of hand and eye in drawing and craftsmanship ; broadly, 
the candidates for this profession should start from a 
high general standard of culture. This is, of course, 
an ideal at present impossible for universal application 
and would exclude many who might in the long run 
prove capable or even distinguished architects. It is 
all the same an ideal to be kept in view and we may 
remind our readers that the French system provided 
for much more preparatory study before starting on 
the technical training for architects and engineers ; 
including this, ten years was not considered an excessive 
time in which to qualify. : 

Before dealing with. the educational requirements, 
Mr. Briggs very reasonably outlines the extent of the 
services demanded. Not only do these fall midway 
between the categories of “Science” and “ Art,” 
which have to be fused in practice, but there must also 
be the ability to handle matters of finance and for 
dealing with people as a man of the world. Then, also, 
the architect has not only to design his building down 
to the last detail and fitment, but has also to supervise 
its execution and ensure that his conception takes 
shape with meticulous exactitude. This has brought 
about an increasing fullness in the details it is cus- 
tomary to supply and it is fortunate that during the

past 40 or 50 years the methods of reproducing these 
drawings, with their explanatory notes and dimensions, 
have become rapid and cheap. It is now the rule to 
supply one or more sets of such details to the con- 
tractor with additional copies at cost, if demanded ; 
also a set to the clerk of works whose employment on all 
works of importance is now almost universal. A good 
clerk of works is of the very highest value to the architect, 
and can relieve him of a large proportion of his anxieties 
in such matters as the quality of materials and sound- 
ness of workmanship, but even then many questions 
will remain for decision, and supervision is no sinecure ; 
however, the better the drawings, the fewer these will be. 
We owe to the U.S.A. the method of preparing easily 
read drawings without the use of distinguishing colours, 
an essential element in the provision of a number of 
reproductions. 

Passing to the scientific aspect of building, a sound 
preliminary education should usually make the solution 
of problems, other than those of an exceptionally com- 
plex type, not too difficult ; but for the young architect 
who feels himself overweighted, expert consultants are 
always available. Credit is given to the Building and 
the Forest Products Research Stations and to other 
bodies, but it is suggested that their results are not 
always issued in a form easily assimilated. Legal and 
business knowledge is often a difficulty, even with those 
highly qualified technically, but starting from small 
problems, such matters will become easier with experience. 
All these aspects of professional work will be somewhat 
of a disappointment to those who have entered the 
ranks of architecture by reason of an urge to artistic 
expression in this form, but these adjuncts are not 
unbearable to most, and if they are there is still the 
refuge of a partnership, which can be, as examples 
testify, a happy and successful combination between 
those of contrasted temperaments. 

The intimate relationship and frequent interlocking of 
architectural and engineering services naturally find a 
place in this introduction to the subject of education, 
and this is dealt with on lines so nearly corresponding 
with the views recently expressed in these columns that 
it is unnecessary to enlarge on this point, but we may 
note that co-operation is more normal and is easier in the 
case where both engineer and architect are in the em- 
ployment of a public body, though in this case it is 
regarded as unfortunate for the one to be definitely a 
subordinate of the other. Numerous other questions are 
reviewed and interesting points are made in respect of 
various situations in which the architect may find him- 
self placed, but space does not admit of their discussion 
here, nor of that part of Mr. Briggs’s work that deals 
with the system of architectural education in this country, 
to which we hope to return on another occasion. ©

The “ Rebuilding Britain ’ Exhibition. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Siz,—I hope that in view of the im- 
Bportance of the subject you will allow 
me some space for a few remarks on 
Mr. Myerscough-Walker’s articles on 
the “ Rebuilding Britain ’’ Exhibition 
{The Builder, February 26, March 5]. 


May I begin by stating that I shared 
Mr. Myerscough-Walker’s disappointment 
with the lack of guiding vision and the 
absence of a leading genius. . However, I 
felt that provision of a genius was rather 
outside the scope of the organisers of such 
an exhibition. If fate is unkind enough 
o deny him to our age of transition, none 
the less we are forced to fight the battle 
with the generals available. We cannot 
say to the millions who after the war will 
demand new homes: ‘‘ Sorry, you will 
Ihave to wait until the framework of the 
ew society is created or until some 
genius has conceived the style representa- 
tive of centuries to come.”’ 

Men and women longing for immediate 
accommodation will care little about the 
style of the future, but if we do not pro- 
ride this accommodation and if perhaps 
a sixth of the population is to be crammed 
into houses which even before the war 
vere regarded as unfit for human habita- 
ion, there will be unrest. Important as 
the questions of political, spiritual and 
national life are, people will in any case 
have to live, work and have some recrea- 
tion, whatever the conditions. In all 
societies and in all circumstances people 
will demand shelter, warmth, food and a 
ertain amount of comfort. The immediate 
and burning question therefore is that 
of the degree of comfort to be provided. 
Mr. Myerscough-Walker states that 
uilding in ‘‘ present-day England is the 
esult of what the people wanted.’ , I 
hink it cannot be denied that it is the 
esult of careful calculations on the part 
of financial groups how they could best 
play upon the needs of the people in order 
0 derive the highest possible profits from 
the cheapest performance, and the appeal 
o the public through the Exhibition is a 
plea to prevent such things happening 
again. It is an act of self-defence on the 
part of the organisers of ‘‘ Rebuilding 
Britain.”” They, who have to carry out 
he orders given to them, state the funda- 
mental laws of hygiene, of comfort, of the 
equirements for health and for easy 
hccess to work and recreation, and ask the 
beople to see to it that these fundamental 
eds are satisfied. Over and above that, 
he Exhibition shows the personal ideas 
bf some town-planners; these ideas are no 
breater and no smaller than the personali- 
ies who conceived them. Probably, and 
many will say fortunately, there is little 
ikelihood that Britain will be rebuilt on 
hose lines. Some day other ideas will be 
brought forward, some rejected, some 
ccepted. 

But what would happen if an architec- 
tural super-Hitler conceived a super-plan 
lor a super-Britain? It would be a 
fisaster. The- predominant characteristic 

British towns and boroughs is their 
dividuality. Every time the problem of 
own-planning will have to be solved in a 
lifferent way, according to the landscape, 
he character of the industry, the par- 
icular transport problems and the tradi- 
ional customs of the population. ll 
hese different plans can, however, have a 
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common standard of hygiene, comfort and 


technical services corresponding to our 
scientific knowledge, and that should be 
the sine qua non. The Exhibition is a call 
to everyone to fight fer this common basis, 
for his own sake and that of his family. 

When this minimum is guaranteed by 

ular demand and r ted by the 

ernment, the professionals concerned 
with rebuilding may thrash out frame- 
works and details among themselves. 
Yes, frameworks. There can be no set-plan 
for future architecture, as there can be 
no set plan for future society. 

The future will develop day by day out 
of what we do now day by day, everyone 
in his own small field. Even medisval 
towns, even their cathedrals and guild- 
halls, were built and rebuilt and added to 
by subsequent generations, changing all 
the time. Nevertheless, we regard them 
as representative of their epoch. It is the 
retrospective work of the historian to 
trace common ideas and common features 
in the heterogeneous and manifold activi- 
ties of men living in the same period. If 
the planners try to postulate a future, it 
may be magnificent, but it will strike 
future generations only as a magnificent 
straight-jacket. HisToRIAN.

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difficulties likely to be encountered, 
and must be congratulated for provid- 
ing a foundation for the stabilisation 
and organised success of the industry 
in the post-war era. 

There are a few observations I wish to 
make, however, which it is contended will 
have considerable influence upon the future 
development for the promotion of skill and 
efficiency within the building industry. 

Most people will agree that the term 
“* craftsman ”’ has of recent years acquired 
a new meaning—the old conception of the 
term, alas, having almost disappeared 
with the introduction and development of 
specialised machinery, standardisation, 
etc. The term, however, must not be 
allowed to vanish from our vocabulary, 
and must be applied to changed circum- 
stances. How are we, then, to effect recog- 
nition of that asset to society—the 
craftsman ? 

I cannot reconcile the use of the terms 
*‘ craftsman ’’ and “ skilled craftsman.” 
There can be only one class, that of crafts- 
man. The terms are synonymous. The 
craftsman is the authority of his craft—the 
rest must be regarded as skilled workmen 
of varying degrees of efficiency that will 
enable them, through experience, ulti- 
mately to be called craftsmen. 

_ Excluding the apprenticeship and labour- 
ing classes, the industry has hitherto 
ostensibly divided itself into not more 
than four categories, viz., A, B, C and D. 

Crass A.—(Hitherto regarded as skilled 
craftsmen). Representing the men who, in 
1939, were holding positions of responsi- 
bility with their employers as craftsmen 
able to undertake in a _ general’ or 
specialised way all or any of the 
intricacies of their craft. 

Crass B.—(Hitherto regarded as crafts- 
men). Representing those elements to 
whom the term “‘ skilled craftsmen ’’ could 
not in the fullest sense be applied, but who 
would ultimately acquire the necessary 
qualifying skill to merit that distinctive 
title. 5 . 
Crass C.—(Hitherto regarded as semi- 
skilled craftsmen). That class capable of 
producing good workmanship under super- 
vision. 

Crass D.—(Regarded as semi-craftsmen. ) 
Those members capable only of producing 
in the main preparatory work for the 
above. 

The apprenticeship class, after success- 
fully completing its period of training, 
would and should automatically and imme- 
diately enjoy the status of a Class B cate- 
gory. Firstly—to retain the craftsman 
class, let me suggest that Class A be 
referred to as the craftsman’s class, and 
classes B, C and D be referred to as 
skilled workmen’s classes. 

Although it would be interesting to 
know just how many of each of the above 
classes are still actively engaged in the 
industry, one can safely assume that. con- 
siderable depletion has taken place in 
classes C and D, and it is A orcespr sd 
amongst this section that the Council offer 
splendid proposals for assisting these men, 
on their return to civilian occupations, to 
develop and achieve craftsman status. — 

It is considered essential, to my mind, 
that each of the above classes be recog- 
nised as definitely existing within the 
industry and will exist too in the post-war 
period, and further, that to each of the 
classes a wage rate be applied in discrimi- 
nating between the standards of workman- 
ship: demanded of each. The building 
industry has suffered too long from the 


_ present anomalous position whereby only 


a single rate has been applied to all classes: 
It is claimed that a goal of ambition must 
of necessity be offered to men if they are. 
to be encouraged to give of their best, and 
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gradation of remuneration can only stipu- 
jate a higher standard of craftsmanship 
throughout the industry. Hitherto, it was 
a strong-minded, conscientious workman 
who did not let this state of affairs 
influence ape yoo 4 his ability to produce 
the quality of work demanded by his class, 
but only too often has the tendency been, 
through lack of tangible encouragement. 
to forget such principles while this one 
rate existed, : are 

Craftsmanship must of necessity be indi- 
vidualistic, yet the magnitude of the steady 
amount of work to be done over the next 
20 years and the labour forces involved 
will be so considerable that bold mass 
legislation of wage rates must be deter- 
mined but on a scrupulously fair basis. 

The Council presumably advocate the 
abolition of the training of classes C and D 
as and when the numbers produced by the 
increased apprenticeship classes close the 
gap and meet the demands of the industry. 
Is one to assume, then, that it is the desire 
of the Council to apprentice each new 
entrant to the industry in this second 
phase? Does the Council not feel that 
there always will be that element formed 
by classes C and D who may not be able 
to undertake apprenticeships and yet form 
an integral part in the framework of the 
industry? It is presumed that this class 
would receive their training under Clause 
14 (Summary of Recommendations). 

The proposal to sub-divide degrees of 
quality of labour, if carried into effect, can 
only be advantageous to all concerned. 
Architects would be able to state specifi- 
cally the percentages of craftsmen and 
skilled workers required in the issuing of 
conditions of tender and would ultimately 
be assured that their work would be of the 
standard compatible with the labour forces 
deployed—as envisaged in Clause 38 (Sum- 
mary of Recommendations). 

Whatever the outcome—distinct crafts- 
manship must not only be fostered and 
encouraged, it must be soogees in some 
tangible form. How often do we hear the 
word ‘‘ jealous ’’ applied to a craftsman. 
Craftsmen must essentially be jealous of 
their tradition and competence.

Recruitment to the Quantity Surveying 
Profession. 


To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 


S1r,—In reference to the introduc- 
tory note by the Chairman of the 
Quantity Surveyors’ Committee, pub- 
lished in your issue of March 19, the 
writer would like to ask this body: Is 
it their intention to make the profes- 
eion of quantity surveyor exclusive to 
those able to afford pupilage via a 
chartered surveyor’s office, and is this 
in step with the many recent state- 
ments made by the Minister of Educa- 
tion, viz., that in future higher posts 
and appointments will be open to all? 

As things stand at present, no matter 
what education one has had, what experi- 
ence has been gained or ability attained, 
entry to the Quantity Surveyors’ section 
of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution can 
only be by nomination, after a period of 
service with a chartered surveyor. It 
seems to the writer that knowledge, ex- 
perience and ability count for naught, 
nomination being the most important 
factor, thereby inflicting an injustice on 
those deserving encouragement. 

This Introductory Note reeks with 
subtle references, making it obvious that 
the ranks of the Institution are to be 
reserved for certain classes. For instance, 
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a youth of working-class parents may win 
@ scholarship and later choose to become 
@ joiner, and, duly apprenticed, he gains 
over @ period of years a thorough prac- 
tical knowledge of his trade and the build- 
ing industry (far greater than most 
P.A.8.Ls or F.8.I.s possess). All this 
time, too, he is attending a technical 
training school, sitting alongside the 
youth articled to a quantity surveyor; but 
no matter what honours he may win he 
is definitely barred, by nomination and 
higher status. And what does pupilage to 
a quantity surveyor, insisted on by the 
Institute, really amount to? What ex- 
perience of building and civil engineering 
is to be gained in — uantity sur- 
veyors’ offices? The youth, having a fair 
knowledge of mathematics and trigono- 
metry, probably finds himself checking 
ing invoices, showing clients over houses 
his firm has for sale, or making an inven- 
tory of stock to be sold at a near-by 
market, or effecting insurance on some 
property. It is possible and probable that 
this pupil will seldom have the oppor- 
tanity of “taking off’’ quantities or 
working up a bill; in fact, he may not see 
@ bill or specification prepared except for 
minor repairs and decoration, but the fact 
that he is in the service of a firm of char- 
tered surveyors warrants his nomination 
to sit for his P.A.S.I. On the other hand, 
the youth who has practical experience 
and probably serves a period in the office 
of a builder or civil engineer and is con- 
stantly in close contact with all stages 
of these industries, is not permitted to sit 
for the P.A.S.1., although probably 


100 per cent. better fitted to do so than 
the articled pupil. 

It is only fair to state that there are 
many firms of chartered surveyors that 
take every precaution to ensure that 


pupils receive the best possible training 
they are able to provide, but the snag 
with these reputable firms is that they 
do not usually ‘* t’’ the poor man’s 
son as a pupil or anything else.

Holidays with Pay. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Srr,—On February 17, 1943, a com- 
munication was addressed to the 
Secretary of the Building and Civil 
Engineering Holidays Scheme Manage- 
ment, Ltd., requesting that a delega- 
tion of this Federation be received to 
discuss various anomalies which, in 
our opinion, exist in the application 
of this scheme through the company 
concerned. By letter dated February 
19 from the Secretary of the company 
we were requested, in order to facili- 
tate progress, to submit in writing the 
several points upon which we needed 
further information,’and to let them 
have this in time for their board meet- 
ing on Tuesday, February 23. 

At some inconvenience to this Fede- 
ration a letter was therefore drafted 
and forwarded, dated February 22, to 
the secretary of the company, in which 
were indicated the points upon which 
information was required. 

In spite of many promises on the 
telephone by the secretary of the com- 
pany that a reply would be soon forth- 
coming, and a further request by letter 
dated March 4, we are still at the 
time of writing [March 26] without 
any reply to our letter of February 22. 

As we feel this is a matter which 
might. be of interest to the industry,

“I thank you for your letter of th 
19th instant, and, as requested, set oy 
below a number of points which ap 
to require consideration and clarification 
I am sure you will understand that y 
have no desire to be other than helpful iy 
our criticisms. We feel until such poiny 
are cleared it is impossible to obtain 1} 
per cent. support which this scheme 
quires for success, 

1. It is apparent that the scheme ip 
its application is entirely voluntary, and 
this has been confirmed by the Ministry 
of Works. 

2. It appears that the scheme does not 
guarantee that the operative takes a 
annual holiday. We can find no guarante 
therein, and- we note that paragraph 1) 
makes provision for service “during his 
holiday week. 

3. The payment of the same amount to 
the juvenile as to the adult worker seems 
to be undesirable and is inconsistent with 
their wage rates. 

4. The small employer may find it diff- 
cult to provide the holiday pay as well a 
the stamp costs. We are sure it is likely 
to be a real difficulty in some cases. Could 
some modification by the company he 
arranged so that the employer could 
receive it before the date of payment to 
the operative? 

‘5. We can find no provision whatever 
whereby the company agrees to repurchase 
the stamps in the hands of an employer 
who may be forced to close down his 


‘business, say, through loss of operatives, 


ete. 

6. There may well be cases where the 
enforcement of the rule in paragraph 8 of 
the scheme would prove a hardship and 
we suggest this should be modified. 

%, Fon may be aware that many en- 
ployers have set up this scheme on the 
basis of the purchase of National Savings 
Stamps. What is your reaction to this 
method of application? 

8. The question of contribution in r- 
spect of an operative who works a part of 
a week is not at all clear. It would seem 
that a part-time operative can be engaged 
in another industry and receive benefits 
from that industry under a similar 
scheme. 

9. What definite average percentage is 
to be submitted to the industry to cover 
this direct on-cost? 

10. We should be glad of the opportu- 
nity of inspecting the Memorandum an¢ 
Articles of Association of this company. 

11. We are being asked what guarantee 
is there for the funds of -this company. 
We should be glad of your observations 
upon this point. t 

12. It is a fact that this company wil 
accumulate large reserves as liabilities for 
stamps which will never materialise.

Architects’ Salaries: Southampton Shows 
5 _ the Way.

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CODES OF PRACTICE: COMMITTEE’S FIRST REPORT 


Tue Codes of Practice Committee 
hhas issued its first report.* It is an 
interesting document which should be 
read and studied carefully by everyone 
eoncerned with the future of the build- 
ing industry and its ancillary trades. 

The Committee was set up in Sep- 
tember, 1942, after long preliminary 
negotiations started by the Minister 
of Works in consultation with the 
Ministry of Health, in which Mr. 
Hugh Beaver, Director-General of the 
Ministry of Works, took a prominent 
and leading part. .It consists of 
nominees of the principal technical 
institutions associated with the civil 
engineering, publi¢ works and build- 
ing industries and of the British 
Standards Institution and the Build- 
ing Industries National Council, to- 
gether with assessor members from the 
Government Departments concerned. 

The Institutions and other bodies have 
pooled their knowledge and interests in 
the Codes of Practice Committee, which 
is a body responsible to and controlled by 
its constituent members and not by the 
Government, although it receives every 
support from the Ministry of Works. 

The Report, which is confined to the 
building industry, is in two parts, the 
first chapter being a study of the present 


esses involved in building construction 
leading up to a comprehensive scheme of 
odes of building practice designed to 
«sure that the various codes shall cover 
every operation involved in building work

and shall be co-ordinated and fit in with 
each other. The actual drafting of the 
codes will be by committees or panels 
nominated by the convenor institutions 
and approved by the Codes of Practice 
Committee. A further report showing the 
allocation of drafting work amongst the 
Institutions is to be made. The fullest 
consultation with industrial, manufac- 
turing and user interests will take place 
when the draft code is circulated for com- 
ment in much the same way as draft 
specifications are circulated for comment 
by the British Standards Institution. 

The speed at which codes are produced 
will depend to a material extent upon the 
existing state of the industry and research 
in the particular branch of building prac- 
tice concerned. In some branches codes 
are in existence and merely require to be 
brought up to date, in others there are 
codes in an advanced stage of drafting, 
but in many there is need for investiga- 
tion and research before a satisfactory 
code can be produced. Nevertheless, 
every effort will be made to give priority 
to dwellings and schools in the work that 
is undertaken. 

The Report makes it clear that the 
building industry differs from many other 
industries in its very loosely knit struc- 
ture. In the manufacture of a motor-car, 
for instance, the designer, the production 
engineer and the research section are 
usually to be found under one roof and 
working together as a homogeneous unit. 
Without this co-operation the motor-car 
would undoubtedly have been much more 
expensive and far less efficient; but with 
it we have had reductions in cost and im- 
provemenis in efficiency. Since the same 
degree of close co-operation to be found in 
other industries is impracticable under the 
existing organisation of the building 
indusiry, it remains to be seen what 


oe is, 


measure of co-ordination can be evolved 
in the industry. 

A comprehensive scheme of building 
codes would be one way of doing this, 
provided always that adequate provision 
were made for keeping the codes abreast 
of new and desirable development, and 
that enterprise and initiative were not 
stultified by an inelastic framework. 

The construction of a modern building 
calls for the exercise of the skill of a 
large number of persons, each adding his 
quota of expert knowledge to the whole. 
Each must play his part, but to do so 
effectively each must be provided with the 
necessary instructidns at the right time. 
Whilst the issue of such instructions is 
the usual function of the architect or 
engineer, the growth in complexity of the 
industry and the tendency for responsi- 
bility ‘Tor various stages of the work to 
be divided between several contractors 
and sub-contractors and between various 
érafts make it obvious that all sections of 
the industry would benefit by the adoption 
of a clearly defined and agreed procedure. 

The specifications prepared by the 
architect or engineer which form the 
basis of contracts and stipulate the kind 
of materials and plant to be used, are 
found in practice to contain much common 
ground which could with advantage be 
covered by what is understood by the 
term ‘‘Codes of Practice.” Their use 
should assure to the architect or engi- 
neer that his requirements will be accu- 
rately and explicitly conveyed to the con- 
tractor and all those engaged in the 
execution of the work. 

The first chapter of the Report describes 
in detail the functions of a code of prac- 
tice which may be: (1) mandatory. per se 
as are the codes embodied in the London 
County Council by-laws; (2) mandatory 
by adoption as is the National Building 
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Code of Canada, which was drafted by a 
national body and. adopted by various 
local authorities as their own building by- 
laws; (3) adopted by consent as a permis- 
sible method of carrying out building by- 
laws as is British Standard Specification 
No. 449 for the use of structural steel in 
building under the British local authority 
building by-laws; or (4) adopted as a 
desirable method of carrying out a build- 
ing operation as, for example, the Specifi- 
cation for Slating and Roof Tiling of the 
Manchester Architects’ and Builders’ Con- 
sultative Board. 

It is at this last level that the codes 
prepared by the Codes of Practice Com- 
mittee will first emerge, and it is the hope 
of the Committee that their quality and 
effectiveness will be such as to y be- 
hind them a sufficient force of technical 
and public acceptance to ensure that they 
will be widely observed as desirable 
methods of carrying out building opera- 
tions and will be used wholly or in 
selected parts in the drawing up of speci- 
fications: Possibly they may perenne | 
be of assistance in the framing of build- 
ing regulations in some such way as the 
steel and reinforced concrete codes are 
now included in the Ministry of Health 
model. 

The Report indicates, however, that the 
primary objects of the codes will be: 
(i) to confer upon the designer a wide 
measure of freedom in selecting his 
materials and prescribing their treatment 
and use; (ii) to enable constructors to 
arrange their work in the certainty that 
they are carrying out the intentions of 
the designer and that the various opera- 
tions can- be properly and efficiently -co- 
ordinated; (iii) to simplify the arrange- 
ments for the supply of materials in the 
proper sequence for the operations re- 
quired; (iv) to ensure the most effective 
use of the work of craftsmen and opera- 
tives; and (v) to safeguard the interests 
of both: owner and occupier of the 
building. 


British and Overseas Codes. 

This section of the Report is accom- 
panied by an appendix giving a long list 
of British and overseas codes of practice 
together with short notes on each. These 
codes are being studied by the Committee 
in order to enable them to frame their 
own policy upon the broadest and most 
useful lines, and they will be of great 
service to the drafting committees of the 
Institutions when they commence their 
own drafting work in the very near 
future. 

The second chapter of the Report deals 
in general terms and also in detail with 
the comprehensive scheme of codes which 
the Committee has set out to compile. It 
is clear that this comprehensive scheme 
cannot be carried out fully in a short 
time. In its entirety it is a long-term 
task, but those parts of the scheme 
which will be of national value in 
connection with the Government’s imme- 
diate post-war building programme can be 
dealt. with first, and thereafter will fall 
naturally into their proper places in the 
comprehensive scheme. 

To be of the maximum service to the 
industry the codes should ensure that the 
aims of suitability for purpose and 
economy of labour and materials in build- 
ing are realised, and to these ends the 
codes must provide for : (1) the functions 
to be performed by the building as a 
whole (the codes should lay down func- 
tional standards which guard equally 
against excess as against inadequacy) ; 
(2) the technique to be followed to achieve 
building elements which can perform these 
functions; and (3) the organisation and 
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co-ordination required to ensure that the 
various techniques involved are properly 
related and can each proceed without 
delay or confusion. 

The features in codes which would deal 
with functions fall into two categories. 
There are the functions which are defined 
by the nature of the building, its situation 
or its occupancy, and which can only be 
dealt with by considering the building as 
a whole and when planning and construc- 
tion are inter-related, and there are the 
functions which appertain essentially to 
the individual element or component which 
can be satisfied in a number of ways with- 
out reference to the building considered 
as a whole. 


Amongst these functional requirements 
there are a number of an _ overriding 
nature, which are common to any building 
and are independent of the method of con- 
struction or the type of equipment 
installed in it. For example, the super- 
imposed and wind loads to be carried in a 
building required for any particular occu- 
pancy are not dependent upon the mate- 
rials of which it is constructed; similarly, 
heat and light requirements are invariable 
whatever method is used in providing 
them. The comprehensive code framework 
is therefore divided into two main sec- 
tions. The first, termed the Classification 
Code Series, covers the independent re- 
quirements for the building as a whole as 
determined by its situation and occu- 
pancy; and the second, the main Code 
system, comprises Codes and Sub-Codes 
for elements of structure and installation 
of equipment. In these latter codes and 
sub-codes will appear the greater part of 
the requirements needed to ensure satis- 
factory technique and adequate co-ordina- 
tion and organisation. 

The overriding or Classification Code 
will comprise the following subjects con- 
sidered in relation to building occupancy 
and site conditions, viz. : (i) Natural light 
and air, (ii) space and circulation, (iii) pre- 
caution against noise, (iv) precaution 
against fire, (v) strength, stability and 
loadings, (vi) weather protection, (vii) 
services, i.e., heating, lighting, water 
supply, etc., (viii) heat insulation, (ix) cor- 
rosion and (x) dirt and vermin. The 
preliminary draft of this Classification 
Code is in preparation : it takes the form 
of a classification of buildings and parts 
of buildings by occupancy. For these 
occupancies standards are set down, which 
take account of variations in site and 
climatic conditions where appropriate. 

The scheme of Codes and Sub-Codes 
which are, generally speaking, dependent 
upon the requirements set out in the 
Classification Code has been planned to 
secure (a) the inclusion in a logical 
sequence of all the operations comprised in 
the erection of a building, (b) the division 
and sub-division of the whole series of 
these operations in a way convenient for 
use and reference, and (c) an arrangement 
by which new materials, new processes 
and new combinations of existing mate- 
rials and processes can, when tested, be 
readily fitted into their proper places in 
the codes. 

The decimal system has been adopted 
for this scheme of codes and sub-codes 
because it is susceptible of indefinite ex- 
pansion by interpolation, and the subjects 
thus to be dealt with are divided into three 
main sub-divisions, viz. : (1) The carcase 
series of codes, (2) the finishings series, 
and (3) the installations series. 

The subjects to be dealt with in the 
Carcase Series are; 1.1 Foundations and 
substructure, 1.2 Load-bearing  super- 
structure, 1.3 External walling (weather 
resisting), including windows and doors, 
1.4 Weather-resisting roof coverings, and 
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1.5 Internal walls and partitions, hoy, 
rowed lights and doors. Under the Finis) 
ings Series of Codes and Sub-Codes 
come: 2.1 Finishes to floors and 
(wearing surfaces), 2.2 Finishes to fig 
softs (ceilings), 23 Wall finishing 
(internal), and 2.4 Decoration. 1; 
Installations Series will include 3.1 Sayj 
tation, drainage and _ refuse disposal 
3.2 Water supply, 3.3 Heating, ligh 
ing and power, 3.4 Refrigeration, 3, 
Telecommunications, 3.6 ifts, hoi 
and escalators, 3.7. Vacuum installation 
3.8 Pneumatic and other transmissig 
networks, and 3.9 Hydraulic power. 
The sub-divisions under these mai 
decimal headings are very numerous, an 
the whole scheme of Codes represents th 
first effort in this country to make a com 
lete analysis of the building indus 
fom the technical point of view. It en 
phasises, without intending to do so, th 
enormous complexity of the industry unds 
modern conditions and the multitude , 
manufacturing trades which make the 
individual contributions to the great buili 
ing industry. All these manufacturers 2

A SETTING FOR THE ALBERT HALL. 


MANY WILL BE INTERESTED TO LEARN 
that the setting provided for the 
‘** Salute to the Red Army ” eant, 
held at the Albert Hall on February 
21, and attended by Mr. Anthony 
Eden, was designed by an architect, 
Mr. Frederick Gibberd, F.R.1.B.A., 
A.I.A.A., who carried out the work 
in collaboration with the Ministry of 
Information. The problem was an un- 
usualone. The central unit consists of 
a screen designed to conceal the “ star 
trap ”—a device by means of which a 
Russian soldier was slowly projected 
20 feet into the air to form the focus 
in the final scene. The construction 
generally was of building board on 
wood framing and the star and wreath 
were made of plaster. 

As for the rostrums, base, top 
platform and intermediate horizontal 
members were of 1 inch boarding to 
which were fixed vertical posts of 
salvaged timber, the outside covering 
being building board. The handrail 
was made of gas-barrel. 

A balustrade was run round the 
foot of the back cloth to tie it in to the 
three dimensional structures in front. 
The plinth was “solid ’—building 
board on rough framing—to form a

lighting trough and the balustrade 
above open so that the back cloth could 
be seen through it, thus heightening 
the illusion of three dimensions in 
the back cloth. Platform and staging 
were covered in canvas and the two 
figures were dressed in gold cloth which 


was reflected in the gold star in the 
centre. All other finish was rough- 
texture plastic paint of dull grey 
colour. This obviated reflected light 
from the powerful lighting. The work 
was constructed by Messrs. Beck & 
Pollitzer, Ltd., in 14 days.

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THE ORGANISATION OF BUILDING OPERATIONS 
MR. T. P. BENNETT’S TALK AT THE A.A. 


A paPER on this subject was given by 
Me. T. P. Bennett, C.B.E., F.R.I.B.A., 
on. F.1.0.B., Hon. F.I.B.D., Director 
bf Works, the. Ministry of Works, at 
n ordinary general meeting of the 
rchitectural Association, at 34-36, 
Bedford Square, W.C.1, on Tuesday, 
March 30.

War ORGANISATION.—The war, at its 
ery early stages (said Mr. Bennett), 
ocused the strongest possible attention 
pon the far-reaching results which could 
e achieved by organisation; organisation 
onsidered on a scale which had not

The effect of organisation on this scale 
in the building industry had been con- 
sived by few, if any, of its architects. 
Building visualised in the mind of the 
rchitect the erection of a fine building; 
ith it the architect associated a variation 
ee which could only be sympa- 
hetically carried out as the building pro- 
eeded; and, indeed, the great works of 
he architects of Egypt, Greece, the 
fiddle Ages and of other periods, had 
bviously achieved a very high artistic 
pvel because the designer had been in 
onstant touch with the material structure 
it grew, and had adjusted his work 
om time to time to suit local material, 
pcal craftsmanship and local conditions, 
BuILDING FOR THE ComMuNITY.—The 
owth of communal thinking, towards 
he end of the 19th and in the 20th cen- 
ry, has removed building more and more 
om the position of the structure of 
hievement built for the outstanding 
ient, for whom only the highest achieve- 
kent’ of building craftsmanship was 
ting. The building industry, like most 
ther industries in the country, is being 
alled upon to serve the needs of greater 
nd greater numbers of people, to allow 
hem to share in, the achievements of 
e country, and to command the highest 
hievements of building craftsmanship 
nd of the architectural designer. 


IncrEAseD Scate or Buitpinc.—The 
hcreased scale of building work, the 
ncreased mechanisation of the building 
hdustry, the mass production which 
ecessarily has followed the mass produc- 
on of other industries in the country, has 
radually placed greater and greater im- 
ortance upon organisation. While design 
as remained paramount in the minds of 
he architects, the heavy costs involved in 
uilding on a large scale, coupled with the 
ecessity for producing the greatest pos- 
ble amount of accommodation for the 
mallest possible expenditure, has intro- 
ced a new factor into the practice of 
chitecture, which is far more funda- 
ental than most people realise. 
IncompLeTs INFORMATION FOR TENDER- 
‘c.—The competitive tender in pre-war 
Ays was almost universal, yet, in the 
eat majority of cases, was prepared on 
bry incomplete information, ak there- 
re, built on insecure foundations. Need- 
ig the most complete organisation to 
hable the builder and his large army of 
b-contractors to carry out their work at 
profit, it was found that the funda- 
entals of organisation were missing, as 
@ majority of works were started with 
complete drawings, sub-contractors un- 
hown and much of the work neither 
signed nor calculated.

BPP ORMATION.—Upon the builder fell the 


firsb results of any bad organisation that 
might become apparent. Unnecessary cost 
arose from all the causes that had been 
virtues in the architect’s office in the days 
of the supremacy of the fine hand worker, 
but these costs were aggravated in most 
cases by a building organisation that 
attempted mass production with staff 
uite unsuited to their new tasks. All 
this involved high cost after the accept- 
ance of the competitive tender, and in- 
evitably passed on to the employer. 


Tue Errecr or 200,000 Unemptovep.— 
The fundamental need for a high standard 
of organisation was realised less than it 
would have been because 200,000 unem- 
ployed lulled og 0g into a false sense 
of security. The late drawing, the inter- 
ruption of wma progress, could all 
largely be overcome by demanding at short 
notice an uneconomical number of men 
who started work within a few hours, or 
at most within a day or two. The loss 
and waste of such a method was ignored 
and served as a blanket to obscure the 
need for apron planning. Unemploy- 
ment turne 
vague and nebulous need. 

imilarly, work was relatively scarce 
for the employer, and there were always 
a large number of contractors to tender 
for work, knowing full well that they 
would start upon the operation of their 
contract with many and serious handicaps. 


MANAGEMENT ON Stow AND Fast 
Conrracts.—Conditions for managing a 
contract which were suitable for the period 
of slow work and high-grade craftsman- 
ship have led imperceptibly to an attempt 
to use a small organisation on the high 
speed complicated organisation of the 
mass production of the 20th century, and 
the contractor found that the conditions of 
his contract, whilst they produced lack of 
organisation on the one hand, on the other 
made a claim for profit easy. The change 
of mind of the client, the adjustment of 
the drawing, the unknown contingency 
provided a basis of claim; the combina- 
tion of the competitive tender with un- 
known conditions and the ultimate ad- 
justment of the design led the public more 
and more to consider that building was a 
highly speculative adventure, 

Marerran ALways AVAILABLE PRE-waR. 
—Similarly, surplus of material made 
long-term planning unessential as, ab 
whatever moment material was demanded, 
it could be forthcoming, and even rela- 
tively difficult and complicated pieces of 
machinery could at a moment of stress be 
manufactured in an unbelievably short 
apace of time. 

Bumpines to Type Pians.—The war 
brought with it the need for building large 
numbers of establishments upon type plans 
in which craftsmanship and high quality 
of materials gave place to the necessity of 
speed almost at any cost. Removing the 
responsibility from a high-grade finish to 
a-high achievement in organisation was 
a fundamental alteration in aim, outlook 
and procedure. Organisation became an 
art. The whole method of contracting 
and building of the small office, the large 
office, the public office and the Ministry 
needed examination through a fresh tele- 
scope. This fresh examination threw 
overboard many of the aims and objects of 
former fields of architectural work and re- 
orientated the outlook of architects. It 
stressed to the maximum possible extent 
the ability to issue information and to 
carry out work in such a way that every- 
thing was foreseen. Lapse of memory, 


an urgent necessity into a’ 


lack of provision, lack of foresight, were 
all things of the past, and when attempts 
were made to reach this extremely high 
standard of construction it was seen that 
organisation on this level was one of the 
highest achievements of man. Even in 
such cases it was necessary to introduce 
constructive aids to be able to have a 
mechanical memory where the human 
memory would otherwise fail. 

Architecture, viewed from this angle, 
was seen to have many of the qualities not 
hitherto associated with building; ed 
of starting contracts made site staffs a 
necessity and the normal office practice of 
completing drawings before they were 
issued to the site was found to be im- 
practicable. . 

Having shaped and perfected a machine 
necessitated by the ever-increasing pres- 
sure of war, it would seem desirable to 
endeavour to put down on paper the re- 
sults which this machine has brought 
about, and so endeavour to make them of 
universal application in peace. 

Cost, Lasour AnD Matertat.—While in 
peace cost was probably the primary, if 
not the only, factor that really entered 
into the calculation of the a 
work, the war has shown that the real 
sources of wealth are in question In war 
time. The complete key to good organi- 
sation has been the full use of labour and 
the full use of materials. 

Tue Prostems or 100 rer cent. EMPLOoY- 
mENT.—It is very quickly seen that when 
dealing with a labour market which is 
fully employed, labour must not only be 
economically used, but work must be so 
planned that any particular contract 
reaches a known stage at a moment when 
labour is available from other contracts, 
and therefore the close and intricate plan- 
ning of a number of works throughout the 
country is the only possible means of using 
a labour force which is enjoying 100 per 
cent. employment. Planning, therefore, 
with no unemployment becomes not merely 
advisable, but the only possible method of 
arranging for contracts to be carried out 
at all. The social aspect of this problem 
is no part of my study to-night, but I must 
pause here to say that socially we ought 
not to contemplate labour otherwise than 
100 per cent. employed, and therefore 
organisation of the highly developed order 
we are discussing must be regarded by 
architects as a social duty of the most 
pressing order. 

Buriprne wir 100 per cent. USE or 
Marerrat.—Similarly, working in a period 
when material is used to its utmost limit 
and there is no surplus of any kind, it 
becomes essential so to plan and organise 
the execution of contracts that the moment 
at which any particular piece of material 
or any manufactured article is required is 
accurately foreseen, and equally accurately 
falls into its place in the general scheme. 


Furtty Economic EMPLOYMENT OF 
Lasour.—Arising out of this full and 
economical use of labour and materials, 
it has become evident that if a similar 
standard of organisation is Bop to 
peace-time building, then it be pos- 
sible to give to the public a very much 
greater number of buildings at the same 
cost, or, alternatively, to give the public 
individual meg at a very much lower 
on than has hitherto been thought pos- 
sible. 


In other words, organisation is the 
principal means by which the post-war 
building world can hope to pay labour 
higher wages and remove some of its 
obvious disabilities, such as loss of wages 


during wet time, and counteract the 
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greater costs of manufacture and transport 
of Ya aa conditions. 

IRGANISATION FOR THE LARGE AND SMALL 
Srarr.—Organisation of the standard to 
which we are now referring, while applic- 
able more readily to the large building pro- 
gramme of a Ministry, such as the Ministry 
of Works, or ibly to some of the muni- 
cipalities or local authorities who may,

Where the work is moe ered 
architect and he controls one job, it is he 
who discovers the fault, finds the cure, 
applies the remedy and deals with all 
factors contributing towards delay. Yet 
he cannot operate unless he has some plan 
upon which he works, and that vane be 
his series of time and progress schedules. 


Tae Intropuction or True anp Pro- 
eress Scueputes.—I have left the mention 
of time and progress schedules until this 
stage as I consider that it is highly im- 
ortant to distinguish between the estab- 
Senet of a mere recording machine and 
the establishment cf a working organisa- 
tion. There is a great temptation in the 
introduction of time and progress schedules 
and the returns they entail, to regard such 
documents as the mere record of the hap- 
penings on a particular contract. A time 
and progress schedule treated in this way 
is of little or no value, and I think it im- 
portant that we should all have firmly 
fixed in our minds the fact that time and 
progress schedules are merely methods of 
discovering faults in a “‘ mass production 
band.” This means that the form of the 
schedule or graph will probably vary for 
each type of building. e method of re- 
porting must be adjusted so that it will 

ring to light the particular difficulties 
that are most feared, and the number of 
reports or forms must be adjusted to the 
magnitude or complication of the particu- 
lar contract in hand. 


Forms or Tuwe anp Procress Scue- 
DULES. — There is, therefore, no one 
standard type of univ 
applicable to all contracts. Neither is 
there any substitute for individual think- 
ing on the part of the men who are to 
operate the forms. In the big organisation 
it is necessary to have standardised forms ; 
Ministries, public authorities, and large 
offices must establish 2 form, and insist 
as far as ible that different types of 
contracts s be made to conform to this 
one schedule. But in most other cases it 
is essential that the principle should be 
grasped, and the schedules and graphs 
adjusted accordingly. 


Muutstry Pre-Conrracr Procepurs.— 
In a Ministry such as the Ministry of 
Works there are a number of processes 
which must be traversed before the con- 
tract can start. These processes involve 
the original instructions which are issued 
by the client department, the approval of 
the Ministry of Works to carry the ser- 
vice, authorisa — and segoenst m4 = 
necessary ex iture, ther wit e 
more eetiaal arthinachaiol Seton of seeing 
to the sketch plans, estimates of cost and 
other matters. In addition, in war time 
it has — wae! by: see that the work 
can be inclu in the current programme 
in view of the general situation with re- 
gard to the availability of labour and 
materials. 
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This part of the organisation has been 
developed into # Kardex record which 
gives the anticipated periods of time 
needed for each operation, shows clearly 
by si when these times are exceeded 
and therefore need ial action to pre- 
vent delay, and records the time at which 
the various approvals were given. 

I have here to-night an illustration of 
the working of this of the organising 
machine, but in so far as it is not of uni- 
versal application I put it forward merely 
as of interest and as one of the links in 
the chain of war-time building operations. 

Propuction oF Srapmisep SkETcH 


Prans.—The next operation which needs 
** organisation” is that of producing, in 
conjunction with the client or the client 
d 


partment, an accurate interpretation of 

the needs of the building or service which 
is to be carried out. is is a matter of 
universal value to the whole profession. I 
operated a similar process in peace time 
with private clients. The essence of any 
scheme at this stage is to ensure :— 

(1) That the user of the building has 
fully visualised the o tions which are 
to be carried out, and has issued imstruc- 
tions which interpret these operations as 
precisely as possible. 

(2) That he has considered the alterna- 
tives of size and ee method of 
using : (a) ter space; (b) lesser space, 
and has » Ea weighed up the advantages 
and disadvantages of these alternatives and 
rejected them in favour of the course 
finally to be pursued. 

(3) That higher standards and lower 
standards of construction have been 
examined; permanent, semi-permanent or 
expensive methods reduced to terms of 
labour, materials or cost have been con- 
sidered, and final am pa duly passed. 

This process applied to every part of the 
project finally creates a set of sketch plans 
and estimates which are not only in a de- 
finite and exhaustive state, but which 
have left in the minds of both architect 
and client the firm conviction that all 
reasonable alternatives have been explored 
to the limit and have been rejected in 
favour of the compromise finally accepted. 

This rate of examination 
and rejection of alternatives produces an 
element of confidence and finality in the 
work which is invaluable, and removes one 
of the greatest bugbears of the building 
contract, the change of mind and altera- 
tion of detail. 

To arrive at this result in an elaborate 
or even a relatively simple project needs 
a form of questionnaire which I have 
described as Form 2. 

Each form must be constructed for each 
service, and would be dictated by the ex- 
perience of the architect, who in this re- 
§ usually knows far more than his 
chent. Its object is to force the client to 
study each individual aspect of the prob# 
lem and make an irrevocable decision. 

OrcantsaTion aND Workrnc Draw- 
rscs.—When the sketch plans have been 
completed with the measure of finality 
foreseen in the previous paragraph, the 
pro e of procedure for the contract 
Reel mat be produced. In a modern 
complicated building there exists, as & 
rule, a number of designing o isations 
which must be co-ordinated. Thus the 
architect may produce a ““ working draw- 
ing” wu which all the services are 
shown; but before this drawing can be 
completed it is necessary for one or all of 
the following to contribute certaim items; 
the sanitary emgineer must design the 
sanitary ents; the steel or rein- 
forced concrete engineer must design the 
structural frame; the heating and elec- 
trical engineers the heating and electrical 
layout, and so on.

In high-speed work this form will show 
whether it is necessary to start building 
operations before all the necessary in- 
formation is available. In such circum. 
stances, the architect is enabled to adjust 
the method of proceeding with the work, 
issue drawings which are complete in 
themselves, but have made proper pro 
vision for the later insertion of such things 
as cross-overs to mzin roads, adj 
of main electric supply lines and similar 
matters, and have given to the contractor 
a clear, concise and complete instruction. 

The chart also indicates the probable 

ition of the most serious delaying 
actors likely to be encountered, and en- 
ables special attention to be allocated to 
watching the progress of these services » 
that they do not become major interrup- 
tions once the builders’ organisation is m 
fall swing. 

Correct True ror Srartinc To Bump. 
—Careful study of this chart indicates the 
proper time for commencing the actual 
building contract. It is a well-knom 
axiom of organisation that com- 
mencement at too early a date is a delay- 
ing rather than a hastening factor, and 
nothing is so disastrous as to start a build 
ing contract before vitally necessary m- 
formation is available. ten the early 
commencement of these contracts is 4 
matter of guesswork, camouflage or de 
play, and not a constructive contributia 
to the fimal result. It is for the architect

Orcanisinc THE Burpise Conrract. 
The proper organisation of the contrac 
itself, that is the order of the building 
work and its various processes, can only 
be completed. when the contract has beet 
let to the main building contracter and th 
principal sub-contractors have bee 
appointed.

Material delays are fre- 
quently due to the failure to order either 
sufficiently correctly or with sufficient 
wogere to manufacturing difficulties. 

e form of the time and progress 
schedule for the contract proper is subject 
to the greatest variation in type. I have 
produced three or four forms for different 
classes of buildings; some show extreme 
elaboration, others considerable simplifica- 
tion. each case, as I indicated in the 
introductory ae os am to this paper, the 
selection and perfection of the form is a 
matter for the intelligent direction of the 
architect, and this in each case needs a 
thorough knowledge of all the aspects of 
the problem and all the probable causes 
of delay. 


_ Lasour anp Lasovur Quantities.—Dur- 
ing the war labour has become more and 
more the bottleneck through which all 
organisation has to pass, and therefore 
labour required has needed more and more 
meticulous planning, while labour used has 
become the criterion of progress. To meet 
this situation I have arranged for quanti- 
ties of labour to be taken out as distinct 
from quantities of material, and where 
these quantities are accurate they have 
formed an excellent indication of the pro- 
gress of the building and of the probable 
time of completion. At times surprising 
anomalies come to light of excesses of 
labour used over estimated labour, and in 
these cases the fault lies in bad organi- 
sation on the part of the builder. 


Dearne wire Dirricuntms.—Havin 
completed the method of organisation o 
the contract and produced the schedules 
which will ensure the provision of infor- 
mation at the right time, it is necessary 
to set up an organisation which will deal 
with the anticipated or actual difficulties 
encountered, and in order that this 
machine may operate capably ‘ examiners 
of schedules’’ are needed. They must 
wateh the recorded results from week to 
week, must foresee the results which will 
have to be achieved, must take steps to 
counter any disability which may arise. In 
interpreting time and progress schedules 
skill of a high order is needed. In the 
case of a very large organisation it will 
be necessary to set up groups of men whose 
sole job will be investigations of delays 
in manufacture, in the release or supply 
of labour, in the provision of transport or 
of welfare. In the small organisation one 
man may be able to cover the whole of 
these operations, provided he is sufficiently 
versatile and skilful, and has that invalu- 
able day-to-day attribute of careful appli- 
cation to detail. 


Sections or War-Time ORGANISATION. 
—In the Ministry of Works it has been 
found necessary to set up organisations 
which deal separately with the following 
aspects of the building contract :— 

(1) Lasoun Attocatton.—A group of 
men dealing with the allocation of labour 
before the contract starts so that the con- 
» tract takes its proper place in a planned 
“‘ use of labour” programme, and in 100 
per cent. labour saturation period sees that 
a men are properly drafted from job to 


job. 

(2) Lasourn Conprtions.—A _ “‘ labour 
conditions’ organisation which ensures 
that the men are employed and paid in 
accordance with the Soritan rules of the 
industry and that where disabilities occur 
they are put right as rapidly as possible 
before disaffection becomes serious. 

(3) Wetrarz.—A welcome organisation 
with which is closely connected a mobile 
squad to be sent to contracts before the 
main labour force arrives to live in mobile 
vehicles and create the nucleus of sleeping, 
working and storage accommodation with- 
out which the contract cannot properly 
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run. This welfare organisation deals with 
all the problems connected with the trans- 
port of workmen, the housing of workmen, 
methods of feeding, provision of stores, of 
latrines, drying-rooms and all the other 
items connected with human existence 
without which the building macs as it 
now exists must inevitably meet physical 
difficulties which seriously interfere with 
the smooth working of the contract. 


(4) Brttermne anp Hovsine.—A billet-- 


ing organisation which in the case of the 
begey | of Works is created from a meet- 
ing of the Ministry of Labour, the Ministry 
of Health, and the Ministry of War Trans- 
port, and deals with the methods under 
which men are to be housed and the pro- 
portion for whom sleeping accommodation 
must be created on the site. 

(5) Transport.—A transport organisa- 
tion which deals with the transport of 
labour and materials, reviews the existing 
conditions of transport and bringing into 
existence those subsidiary transport 
arrangements either by road, rail or canal 
which may be needed to run the contract. 

have enumerated these somewhat 
elaborate arrangements because some 
parallel organisation must of necessity be 
part of peace-time building work, espe- 
cially in the devastated areas of the coun- 
try or in new ground which may be 
brought into the service of the community 
as the site for satellite towns, country 
factories and similar works, and the 


private architect will need to see that he. 


has at his disposal an organisation of this 
character. 


A Smoorn-Runninc  Macutne.—The 
time occupied in all these detailed examina- 
tions, the production of schedules of labour 
and materials and all the other aids to 
organisation which have been enumerated 
are only justified if, as a result, the build- 
ing machine runs without interruption 
along its course. 

Above all, it is necessary to avoid the 
chaos caused in peace time by alterations 
in drawings, changes of mind, reductions 
in schemes or the introduction of forgotten 
items. 

HicH ORGANISATION FoR Buriprne Post- 
waR.—The organisation which war has 
forced upon architects, builders, labour 
and materials alike, will be there inevit- 
ably when peace arrives. We must live 
in a world for the next 10 or 15 years in 
which évery man’s labour must be eco- 
nomically used with a real appreciation of 
its value. We can no longer allow lack of 
co-ordination to interfere with production, 
causing an unnecessary or irretrievable 
loss ; neither can we permit the public to 
embark upon schemes with the past uncer- 
tainty as to the ultimate cost or ultimate 
date of user. The architect is the focal 
point around which all this organisation 
must revolve, He must be the initiator of 
the scheme, he must be the man who 
builds up the machine which the builder 
has to operate. He must so direct his work 
that the builder can organise his labour 
and his materials in confident conformity 
with the anticipated costs in his tender; 
so that casual employment may end, 60 
that a properly planned industry can give 
to the country complete confidence in its 
post-war schemes. 


Time and Progress Schedules. 

1. Time and progress schedules must be 
prepared for all schemes where the esti- 
mated cost, architects and engineers, is 
£5,000 and over. 

2. Typical time and progress schedules 
are attached for schemes consisting of : (a) 
One main building—e.g., cold store; (b) a 
number of buildings—e.g., hostels [not re- 
produced]. 

3. For new schemes and for existing 
schemes where time and progress schedules 
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are not being worked to, schedules on the 
general lines of these typical ones must be 
prepared modified to meet the special con- 
ditions of the scheme. Schedules need not 
be prepared for cases which are 80 per 
cent. complete. 

4. The progress officers, in collaboration 
with the design architect or nominated 
architect, will prepare the schedules in 
new cases. 

5. In future, when the B.P.2 form is 
submitted to the Priority Section (Mr. 
Glover), @ preliminary labour graph must 
be prepa on the basis of the labour 
graph shown on the gchedule, and should 
indicate the estimated labour throughout 
the pro period of the contract. 

6. Within two weeks for contracts under 
£10,000; three weeks for contracts between 
£10,000 and £500,000; four weeks for con- 
tracts over £500,000; the progress archi- 
tect, in collaboration with the progress 
engineer and the design or nominated 
architect, must agree a detailed time and 
progress schedule with the main contrac- 
tor, the preliminary labour graph sub- 
mitted at the B.P.2, stage being modified, 
if necessary, having regard to the views 
of the contractor. 

7. The progress architect must collabo- 
rate with the contractor in the preparation 
of the schedule by indicating the order 
in which the different buildings or portion 
of buildings are required. is may en- 
tail. close. contact with the client depart- 
ment whose requirements must be studied. 
The contractor must sign this schedule. 


8. The contractor will be expected to 
prepare a schedule of dates on which 
materials are required. 

9. The revised labour graph and monthly 
estimate of labour ear must then be 
sent to Mr. Blake, Senior Labour Officer, 
and Mr. Glover, Priority Section. 

10. The time and ay “a schedule must 
be kept up to date by the progress archi- 
tect, the progress engineer being regularly 
consulted. ould it become apparent as 
the scheme proceeds that it will be impos- 
sible to get the building ready by the 
targeb date, approval to a revised date 
must be obtained as provided for in D.W. 
Circular 224/42. If the delay is serious, 
a new progress schedule may have to be 
prepared. : 


11. When a new date is approved, the 
progress officer must inform Mr. Blake 
and Mr. Glover of the total monthly 
labour requirements to complete the 
scheme by the new date. 


12. One copy of the time and progress 
schedule, when agreed, will be supplied to 
the R.E. or clerk of works for site use. 
The site copy must be brought up to date 
week by week and be available for inspec- 
tion by visiting officers. A duplicate will 
be kept at headquarters’ by the progress 
architect and must remain there and be 
always available for reference. In order 
that the progress architect can keep the 
copy at headquarters up to date, informa- 
tion in accordance with the form attached 
to the appropriate specimen schedule must 
be obtained weekly from the site by the 
progress architecb and engineer. 

13. The progress architect must bring 
the schedule to the — meetings. 

14. The progress architect, when visit- 
ing the site, must review the schedule with 
the R.E. and C.W., see that it is kept up 
to date and decide any action necessary 
in the light of the position disclosed.

Other speakers having followed, Mr. 

Among 
other things, he said that he had hoped the 
last thing anyone would accuse him of was 
saying that any organisation was 80 
stabilised that it would not need constant 
revision. He was convinced that while we 
might be able to use the organisation of 
war in time of peace it would have to be 
fundamentally adjusted. As to another 
question that had been asked, he did not 
think any t-war world would exist 
without both private architect and public 
department. 





The younger members who normally 
form a large part of an A.A. audience 
were not present when Mr. Bennett read 
his paper.

G. Leonard Elkington, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to report the death, at the

Mr. F. E. Wallis, F.1.0.B., J.P., 

Chairman of G. E. Wallis & Sons, Ltd., 


_ died last week at his home in Maidstone. 


He was in his 83rd year. Frederick Edwin 
Wallis was throughout his long life a 
prominent figure in the life of Maidstone. 
He served for nearly 35 years on the 
Town, Council, and was three times Mayor 
of the Borough. He was one of the 
founders, and a former President, of the 
Maidstone Rotary Club, and he was a 
past warden of All Saints’ Church and 
sang in the choir there for over 60 years. 
Among the other positions he held were 
the chairmanship of the Maidstone Ath- 
letic Ground and of the Maidstone Choral 
Union; he was also one of the Governors 
of the Maidstone Grammar Schools, and a 
life member of the Association of Men of 
Kent and Kentish Men.

In his earlier days Mr. Wallis was keenly 
interested in local cricket and golf, and 
was at one time captain of the Maidstone 
Golf Club and captain of the Maidstone 
Cricket Club. Just before the war he 
presented to the Kent County Ophthalmic 
and Aural Hospital the equipment for the 
new out-patients’ department. Mr. Wallis 
had two sons and four daughters. One 
of the sons, Mr. F. Leslie Wallis, is this 
year’s President of the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers.

REBUILDING BRITAIN: 
“MAPS BEFORE PLANS” 


PROFESSOR EVA TAYLOR AT THE 
R.1.B.A. EXHIBITION. 


THat mapping what is should precede 
planning what may be was the theme 
of the second lecture at the ‘‘ Rebuilding 
Britain’? Exhibition in the National 
Gallery, given on Saturday afternoon, 
March 14, by Proresson Eva J'aytor, 
F.R.G.S. 

The lecturer said all were agreed that 
pounen planning could not be divorced 
rom physical, economic, financial and 
socia] planning, and there was a grow- 
ing need for co-ordination between all 
these groups of thinkers. Perhaps the 
word co-ordination might not give such 
offence and cause so much alarm as the 
word planning did, because planning had 
come to be associated with reform, and 
whatever some of us might want to do 
to others, no one wanted to be reformed. 
The Warden of Toynbee Hall, speaking 
of the housing estate at Beckenham, had 
said some people were filtering back to 
East London because the planners had 
not the right ideas about the number ot 
houses to the number of pubs. ‘here 
were people going around the present 
exhibition looking for community centres 
and thinking, ‘‘ lf we give them a com- 
munity centre there is no excuse for going 
to these horrid dogs.’’ She had not seen 
a ag in the exhibition with a dog-racing 
track. 


Following this introduction there came a 
series of maps shown by lantern slides 
and explained and commented on by Pro- 
fessor Taylor. The first showed the num- 
ber and location of the unemployed in the 
period of depression that preceded the 
war. The lecturer called attention to the 
fact that unemployment was not spread 
evenly over the country, but concentrated 
in the industrial areas. In planning, she 
said, we must examine our natural and 
national resources and employ them to 
the best advantage. ‘hese resources 1n- 
cluded mines for coal and iron, capital 
equipment, such as machinery, also our 
industrial population with their skill, which 
could be used to further the interests of 
the whole community. For several genera- 
tions to come, at any rate, our economy 
must be based on the extent to which 
we could produce manufactured goods for 
export. 

Showing other maps Professor ‘l'aylor 
called attention to the fact that the larger 
part of our manufacturing industries were 
grou along an axial line running from 
London to Liverpool, being in an area en- 
closed by a diagram resembling a coffin, 
broadest at the north-western end. There 
were manufacturing areas outside, e.g., on 
the north-east coast and in South Wales 
but these were relatively unimportant. 
These outer areas had suffered most from 
the depression, this fact corresponding 
with a change that had taken place be- 
tween the two wars, whereby the centre 
of industrial activity became rather more 
concentrated in the axial belt. Production 
for the home market was increasing in 
importance relatively to that for export. 
In particular, we were sending less coal 
overseas, 


One of the maps showed how, as a 
result of the concentration of industry, 
the built-up areas had sprawled over the 
countryside. The remedy for this, put 
forward in the Barlow Report and else- 
where, was the regrouping of the popu- 
lation by means of the direction of in- 
dustry to certain new areas. In this con- 
nection the lecturer threw another map on 
the screen showing that between the cen- 
sus of 1931 and the last estimate of the 
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Registrar-General the spontaneous move- 
ment of population had been in the direc- 
tion of entering’ the axial belt, Popula- 
tion had decreased in Wales, in the north- 
west of England and in agricultural dis- 
tricts. Outside the axial belt there were 
other areas to which population had 
moved, as for example the vicinity of 
Bristol and Plymouth, and along the south 
coast there was a substantial increase due 
to successful business people retiring there 
with their families. Before attempting to 
regroup our pulation we should pay 
attention to this spontaneous movement. 
The maps showed that centres of settle- 
ment were organic growths developing in 
relation to their specific functions and 
according to certain situations in their en- 
vironments. You could not have one by 
saying, ‘‘Here we will have a town,’ 
and putting up a number of buildings. 

Other maps showed the movement out- 
wards from the centre of London, and in 
a less degree from other large towns. 
Some of these maps referred to Liverpool, 
showing the city divided into zones, ot 
which the innermost was the old city. 
This had once been both industrial and 
residential, but by the end of the 
eighteenth century it had been sur- 
rounded by residential suburbs. By the 
beginning of the present century business 
was pushing out the residential area, ex- 
cept for the poorest slums, into this zone 
that had been suburbs; and Georgian 
houses were turned into offices or into 
miserable apartment houses degenerating 
into slums. To-day population was mov- 
ing out from this second zone into the 
third, namely, the factory zone, and from 
that area people were beginning to move 
out to a fourth zone. On balance only 
one zone—the innermost area—was actu- 
ally losing population, because further ont 
loss, due to people moving out, was com- 
pensated for by people coming from a 
more central area. At the present day 
not only the central core of the suburbs 
but the rural area shown in earlier maps 
had disappeared, and this now contained 
not only better-class houses but large new 
housing estates. 

A waterside city like Liverpool could 
not shift its industrial area: it must 
spread along the water front. In Liver- 
pool, as in London and elsewhere, there 
was the problem of the ever-increasing en- 
croachment on the countryside, and the 
exhausting and time-wasting daily jour- 
neys to and from work. 

Other diagrams showed two different 
types of industrial centres coming into 
existence. In eighteenth century Hng- 
land, before the industrial revolution, 
there had been numerous little towns 
and villages dotted about. One of these 
being favourably situated, probably be- 
cause of cross roads, would become a 
regional centre or separate market town. 
Nineteenth-century development might 
result in such a town growing round its 
centre, developing along the main roads 
and swallowing up the villages. But im 
some cases, instead of a single poinf with 
an advantage of position, there were’ coal- 
fields or. other causes whereby the sur- 
rounding villages grew up. Then you got 
a conurbation, i.e., a cluster of industrial 
towns with no room for satellites, garden 
cities or anything else. 

Coalfields, waterside facilities and some 
other factors were fixed points, and at- 
tempts at regrouping population held very 
grave dangers of maladjustment. ‘Ihe 
docks and waterside of Liverpool made a 
fixed point; and alongside the seaport an 
industrial centre had grown: up based on 
the ‘grain, oil seed, sugar, etc., which 
came there. Manufacturers would tell you 
that the industries using these raw mate- 
rials must} remain in close association 
with the waterside. ‘‘here were light in- 
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dustries, such as biscuit making, that 
might move out to the periphery along 
with the people that had gone there; but 
they were mainly carried on by a per- 
sonnel which included a high proportion 
of young women. Before making broad 
plans for the shifting of population as 
a whole, a. careful statistical analysis 
should be made as to what proportion of 
our industries could be divorced from sea- 
ports, coal mines, etc. 

Speaking of the effect on our agriculture 
of the continued. movement of industry 
into the axial belt. Prefessor Taylor said 
that much of our best agricultural land 
lay within or adjacent to the areas where 
there was the greatest increase of indus- 
trial population. ‘his land, was being 
turned to urban uses; and supposing we 
found that a certain proportion of industry 
could be shifted from its’ old location we 
had to consider whether by doing so we 
were injuring some other aspect of the 
national life. Agriculture and national 
parks had to be remembered. Another 
matter to which regard must be paid was 
the character of the people into whose 
area the new. population was to be shifted. 

Some of the maps referred to climate. 
The district with least sunshine, said the 
lecturer, was that around Manchester; 
the best-off area in this respect was the 
southern, south-eastern and  acuth- 
western. Fog varied considerably. This 
question of sunshine and fog in relation 
to planning and reconstruction of living 
sites was related to that of the artiticial 
ruining of the atmosphere by smoke and 
other forms of pollution. Industrial smoke 
was not the chief sinner. Maps showed 
that people preferred to live in the west 
end of towns because the prevailing wind 
tended to carry smoke away from their 
neighbourhood. Diagrams showed that 
during the twenty-four hours pollution by 
smoke went down during the night, rose 
when people began to fight fires in the 
morning, went down in the middle of the 
day and rose again towards evening. ‘I'he 
reduction was not great on Sundays when 
factory fires were not much in operation. 
The responsibility for atmospheric pollu- 
tion rested largely on the domestic fire. 
The falling off in the middle of the day 
was due largely to atmospheric conditions. 
When the atmosphere was in a turbulent 
condition smoke was carried into upper 
regions, and that condition was most likely 
to occur in the afternoon. 

A diagram relating to the city of 
Leicester showed that the effect of in- 
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stalling a smokeless zone was somewhy 
eeepocenting: li such a zone was on. 
sixth of a square mile in area, from 
to 85 per cent. of the smokiness remained. 
although the area itself was smokeles 
the wind brought smoke into it. Kye 
if the smokeless area extended to a squar 
mile the reduction in its centre was only 
50 per cent. 

One of the fundamental facts aboy 
the location of industry was accessibility, 
A series of maps showed the degree of 
difficulty which one had in normal timeg 
in going from London to another town, 
doing business and returning. One ma 
suggested how this state of things might 
be improved by alterations in our system 
of railways and main. roads. 

The last:few maps referred to hydm 
electric power in Scotland. The lecture 
said it was a tragedy that such - hydn 
electric development had been’ prevented: 
it would have meant the setting up of in 
dustries that would not have increase 
the call for coal, and where there wou 
have been little danger from air attack. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the 
lecturer.

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BUILDING 
THE GENERAL POSITION. 

THE current issue of the ‘‘ Building In- 
dustries Survey,’’ published by the Build- 
ing Industries Nationa] Council, from 110, 
Bickenhall-mansions, Bickenhall-street, 
London, W.1, deals with the present 
general position in the building industries. 
Apart from the emphasis placed on the 
significance of the three principal develop- 
ments in the period under review, the 
“ Survey ’’ itself touches upon other 
aspects of these and related matters. In 
particular, the need for a national indus- 
trial policy is stressed. The views ex- 
pressed on the essential need to preserve 
industry from bureaucratic encroachment 
have, it is siated in the publication, 
been strikingly strengthened by the 
Prime Minister’s enlightening broadcast 
reference to the British nation’s funda- 
mental inheritance of freedom and enter- 
prise. War-time industrial controls and 
related abrogation of progress must not 
be allowed to remain one minute longer 
after they have been proved to -be other 
than essential to the war effort. The 
subtle growth of war-time Directorates 
must, to an ever-increasing extent, be 
brought under the untrammelled examina- 
tion of Parliament. Otherwise (adds the 
‘Survey ’’) there is a grave danger of 
that priceless asset—the national spirit of 
personal enterprise—being directed and 
ultimately dragooned into * regimented 
national impotence. Government adminis- 
trators have in many instances yet to learn 
that neither the war nor the peace can be 
won except through a functionally free 
people.

A FINE of £50, with £10 10s. costs, was 
imposed on Harry Nedas, builder, of 
Boundary-road, St. John’s Wood, N.W., 
when he was summoned at Marylebone, 
under the Defence Regulations, for doing 
building work costing over £100 without 
a licence from the Ministry of Works and 
Planning. 

For Nedas it was pleaded that he was 
really a clothier by trade, and was run- 
ning the business for his son who was 
in the Army. An employee, who had 
since died, had been responsible for the 
matter. It was stated that work was done 
to a house in Acacia-road, St. John’s 
Wood, amounting to £275, and a fictitious 
account book, showing an entry for only 
£95, had been produced.

Tue Payment by Results Joint Advisory Panel has approved the rates specified in Ad- 
dendum No. 4/1943 for work on the erection of standard transverse frame hutting. These 
rates should be applied to this type of hutting on all sites scheduled under the Essential Work 
(Building and Civil Engineering) Orders, 1941 and 1942. 

The Panel has also approved the application of the scheme to Pile Driving, and, in Ad- 
dendum No. 5/1943, outlines the principles to which rates must conform. Copies of the 
Addenda are given below.

Pite Drivinc. AppENDUM No. 5/1943. 

1. The operation of Pile Driving should, 
where possible, be subject to the Payment 
by Results scheme and in accordance with 
the principles contained in the Memorandum 
dated December, 1942. 

2. No general rates for piling work can be 
laid down owing to the variation in this 
work from site to site and the need for con- 
stant site adjustment of rates, but a scheme 
of bonusing should be mutually agreed 
between Employers and Operatives in 
conformity with the following principles :— 

(a) Basis of output measurement. Measure- 
ments should be on a basis of “ per pile ”’ 
or ‘‘ per foot run of pile” driven, per gang 
per hour. The rates should cover all 
operations normally carried out at a pile 
frame, e.g., off-loading and pitching piles, 
travelling the frame, renewing helmet blocks, 
packing, etc. 

(b) Computation of bonus. The bonus 
rate should be computed in accordance 
with the instructions given in Clause 3 of 
Appendix B to the Memorandum (December, 
1942, edition). All members of the gang 
should be included in the computation, and 
allowance should be made for the recognised 
plus rate’ in calculating the bonus rates. 

(c) Allocation of bonus. The allocation 
of the bonus between the various members 
of the gang must be mutually agreed on the 
site in the same way as the basic output 
rates, and should be related to the effect 
that the work of the- individual has on the 
output of the gang. This will vary with the 
type of piling plant being used.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Housing and Gardens. 

Lapy Apstey asked the Minister of 
Health whether he would give an assur- 
ance that the 4,000,000 houses, which it 
was proposed to erect immediately after 
the war, would in all possible cases have 
a small garden attached. 

Mr. E. Brown: Yes, Sir. 


Training for the Industry: Plans. 

Mr. GRENFELL asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
whether he could give any further in- 
formation on the long-term programme 
of construction referred to in the recent 
White Paper on training in the building 
industry; and what plans were now being 
drawn up. 

Mr. Hicks replied: The Minister 
has for some time had in hand the col- 
lection and co-ordination of all the avail- 
able requirements and _ proposals for 
building, repairs to buildings, construc- 
tion and reconstruction after the war. 
For this purpose he has_ established a 
special section in the Ministry of W orks 
which, in conjunction with all Govern- 
ment Departments concerned, including 
the various controls of materials, will 
prepare a comprehensive national pro- 
gramme in terms of labour, materials, 
cost, time and geographical location. On 
the basis of this survey, it will be possible 
to take the necessary decisions as to 
works of first importance and the alloca- 
tion of materials and labour, and to set 
up any machinery necessary to secure 
that the post-war building programme is 
dovslopet and earried out as smoothly 
and expeditiously as possible. 


Building Acts and By-laws. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
whether he intended that existing build- 
ing Acts, by-laws and regulations now 
in force should apply to post-war con- 
struction, or would introduce substantial 
modifications to enable the new materials 
and processes evolved in recent years to 
be adopted. 

Mr. Hicks said that the Minister was 
aware of the desirability of taking all pos- 


sible steps to make it possible throughout 
the country to adopt the best methods of 
construction and to make use of new 
materials and processes evolved in recent 
years. As soon as the present technical 
studies which his Ministry had in hand 
with the other Departments concerned 
were completed consideration would be 
given to the need for action on the lines 
indicated in the question. 


Houses to the Acre. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning whether the pre- 
war regulations as to the number of 
houses to the acre would continue to 
apply in post-war housing development 
schemes. 

Mr. W. S. Morrison said there were 
no statutory regulations before the war 
governing the number of houses to the 
acre. The provisions to be made by a 
planning scheme must depend on the 
circumstances and requirements of the 
particular locality. 

Mr. Bossom: Will the Minister look 
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into this matter and make recommenda. 
tions, so that the recommendations and 
suggestions of the Ministry of Health can 
be scientifically considered? It is not 
quite satisfactory at present. 

Mr. SoRENSEN: Is it not the case that 
some local authorities did establish rules 
about having so many houses to the acre ? 

Mr. Morrison: Yes, there were such 
rules in some town-planning schemes, 
and it will be continued. 

Mr. Stokes: Would not this problem 
solve itself if the Minister had the good 
sense to undertake a thorough tax on 
site values? 

Mr. Morrison: That is another matter, 


Housing (Agricultural Population) 

(Scotland) Bill. 

Mr. WESstwoop, the Joint Under Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland, in moving the 
second reading of this Bill, said that its 
object was to extend for five years the 
time. within which local authorities 
might give grants to individuals who 
were prepared to erect houses for agri- 
cultural workers, smallholders, and other 
persons of similar economic conditions in 
the Highlands of Scotland. Part 2 of 
the Act-of 1938 enabled local authorities 
to give such grants only for five years— 
a period that expired on July 13 next. 
Since the 1938 Act came into operation, 
381 houses had beeen completed with 

rants. Some of the houses which had 
been approved were under construction. 
It was expected that a great deal more 
would be done with the help of the Act, 
but war conditions had greatly hinderea 
progress. Therefore, it was necessary to ex 
tend the operation of the grants system 
for another five years. The grants were 
not to exceed either one-half of the cost of 
the house or £160 in the case of a three- 
apartment house, and £200 in the case 
of a larger house. In every case of a 
grant-aided house it must be to replace 
a house that was unfit for habitation and 
had been dealt with as such by the local 
authority under the Housing (Scotland) 
Act, 1930. 

In the debate which followed, Mr. 
HENDERSON STEWART declared that, un- 
less the Under-Secretary intended to in- 
crease substantially the grant under the 
1938 Act, he was asking the House for 
something that was ridiculous. 

Mr. Maxton, on behalf of the I.L.P., 
opposed the Bill because, he said, on 
the experience of the 1938 Act which the 
Bill was extending, the provisions were 
not sufficient to produce houses and 
the provisions in existing conditions were 
_ inadequate to cope with the situa- 
ion. 

The Bill was read a second time by 
235 votes to 9. 


NEW INVENTION 


New Shock-Absorbent Material. 

Details reach us of ‘‘ Resilitex ’’—a new 
product which provides a fresh approach 
to the problems of vibration-elimination, 
shock-absorption and insulation. Without 
being either a synthetic or substitute for 
sponge rubber, it replaces that material 
for most uses, and from examination ot 
the material, supported by tests, it would 
appear that this claim is well substan- 
tiated. ‘“‘ Resilitex ’’ is already in wide use 
to specifications by M.A.P., Ministry of 
Supply, and the’ Admiralty. Its uses in- 
clude seating, shock-absorption, hea’ 
insulation and vibration-pads, and, we 
should say, it has distinct possibilities as a 
sound absorbent. There is, no doubt, a 
wide field of applications not yet tapped— 
architects, constructors as well as works 
engineers interested should approach the 
Service Research Department of Lister's, 
Manningham Mills, Bradford, Yorkshire, 
with suggestions or for information.

POST-WAR BUILDING PLANS 
SIR P. MALCOLM STEWART ON THE 
OUTLOOK. 


Speakinc at the 43rd annual meeting of 
the London Brick Company, Ltd., ‘on 
Monday, Sm P. Matcotm Stewart, Bt., 
O.B.E, (Chairman), referred to post-war 
building plans. ‘‘ We can look forw:rd 
to the future with confidence,’ he 
declared, ‘‘ since the Government is fully 
conscious of the necessity for getting the 

‘ building industry into its stride at the 
earliest. moment after the war, not merely 
to overtake the arrears of building but 
particularly on account of the high per- 
centage of labour, direct and indirect, 
which thus will be absorbed. The building 
and civil engineering industries can pro- 
vide-a massive agency for the mitigation 
of unemployment. his was discovered 
after the last war but, as there -was a 
complete failure to plan ‘adequately, the 
results were disastrous. 

** To-day the good intention is to estab- 
lish controlled planning on broad lines to 
embrace the many interests previousiy 
neglected, but above all to avoid ill- 
ordered construction. An admirable ten- 
year building programme has been issued 
jointly by the Ministers of Labour and 
Works. This indicates the labour force 
required to carry out a planned programme 
of building. Its. magnitude, however, is 
such that it would appear that considera- 
tion should be given as to how far it is 
practicable to dovetail it into the general 
post-war economic picture. The scheme 
offers a grand target for building to be 
achieved over many years, and is a valu- 
able piece of work. 

‘* Meanwhile, in other directions sec- 
tional plans have been, and are being, 
worked out, but they remain sterile be- 
cause the basic data on which they should 
be founded have not been determined. 
No effective progress can be made until 
the Government clearly lays down a few 
primary principles. The foremost of these 
is the urgent need to define what form the 
control of land is to take. Without this, 
planning remains ineffective; indeed, the 
‘arther it goes the greater the risk of pro- 
uacing plans to be scrapped.”’ 

A dividend on the ordinary shares of 
10 per cent. for the year was declared.
